The Registrara' retarna, whicla Imvo 
now been completed for 1876, show 
that in that yoixi' tho hiilh rato iu the 
TJuited Kingdom \Yiis ;il.>S per 1,000 
of tho (estiiiiiUod) populaLion; in Eni^- 
land tho rato vose to lili.f) and in Scot- 
laud to iJ j.O, hut iu Irohiud tho Lle^ia- 
ters show only 2G.-4 births per 1,000 
persons living. The returns for 
Scotlaud stale {.h it 8.(5 per cent, of 
births inthutcouiitry ^vol•e illcgitiuiato; 
in the mainland rural distrii^tH as many 
as 10.5 per cent. A new retiiru now 
introduced, relating to tiio eight prin- 
cipal towns ol Scotland, lihows tiiat in 
1876 tlie ratio of ilteyitimnto liirlhs to 
the number of the possiblo iiiotbera of 
such children (i. e., uuiuariied women, 
inclnding widows, between 15 and 45 
years of age) raged from l.GG per cent, 
in Edinburgh to 2 57 per cent, in 
Aberdeen; it was 2.31 per cent, in tho 
'^ireat city of Glasgow. Tho death rate 
in the United Kingdom in 187G was aa 
lowa820 'l per 1,000 persons liviug; 
21 per 1,000 both in England and iu 
Scotland, but ouly 17.4 in Ireland. 
The number of persons married in 1876 
in Eugland was higlior than in any 
year cxeupt 18715 ami 1874, but the 
ratio which was 10.1) per 1,000 of tlio 
population, showed a sli{,'ht fiirthoi- 
decline from the high rates of 17.5 aud 
17.6 iu those two years; in Scotlantl 
the number for 1873 has only 
once been exceeded, namely, in 1873, 
and tho ratio, which was 15 per 1,0U0 
exceeded the last tea year.s' average 
though it was not qnito up to the high 
rate of 1873 and 1874. In Ireland tho 
ratio of last year is returned at. a frac- 
tion belbw 10 to 1,000, or a little short 
of the average. The inaniago rate in 
England in 1870 rau.ijcs from 11.0 in 
Cornwall and llerefoidshiio to 10.3 aud 
19.5 in NothinghamsMro aud Lan- 
cashire; the marked decline in the 
marriage rato in Cornwall is noted as 
' reflecting the depression of mining in- 
dustry in that eonutiy. Dr. W. Ro- 
bertson, who signs tho report for Scot- 
laud, considers that tho maniago re- 
turns for that coaatry in 1870 may 
probably bo held as an indication that 
there was a fair amount of commercial 
prosperity, ami that the circumstances 
of tliO people at large,' wcro not so af- 
fected by want or povcriy as to deter 
them from matrimony. The 1,154,031 
births in the United Kingdom in 187 ti 
were more by 477 ,722 than the deaths, 
this excess of births over deaths being 
nearly 02,000 greater than the excess 
in tho preceding year. This "ntm'jil 
iucreaso was di.strihiited thus: 377, 150 
in England, 52,027 ia Scotland, and 
47,939-in Ireland, The population of 
the population of the United Kingf- 
dom, which c::ceeded 33,000,000 in 
187G, h is not now to sustain such a 
largo emigration us formerly, and tho 
]3..)ard of Tnulo returns slate Uio ex- 
cess of emigiation over tho recorded 
immigration in 1876, at less than 47,-

Six hundred dollars was a swingeing com- 
misaiou to pay a man for crossing Gov- 
ernment Square to asli another man to 
beg a capitalist to loan the Government 
a few thousand doUarsj-but it will not 
hold a candle to tlie sum of 32250 drawn 
from the Treasury by a former Premier of 
the Province for traveling expenses to and 
from Cariboo in a barouche purchased 
with Government money and drawn by a 
pair of Government hort os and driven by 
. a coachman iu borrowed livery. Mr. El- 
liott on his passage to and from Cariboo 
rodfl iu a stngecoach. Straugo to say, his 
fellow pas.senger was the very gentleman 
■who, when Premier, considered himself 
altogether too muoh awfully nice to ride 
in the same conveyance with "dem'd 
common fellahs," so long as the Province 
footed the,bill. Our contemporary asks 
by what authority the mining engineer 
was employed? We answer, by the au- 
thority of the H0U8Q of Assembly, which 
voted the sivlary and approved of the 
scheme unnuintously. Our contemporary 
alsa applauded the scheme and said, iu 
efl'eot, that the proposition was the only 
sensible thing in tbo Goveruor'a address. 
The public money is in goed bands. None 
willbe sq^uandered, and at the present 
rate of expenditure there will probably 
be a surplus at the close of the fiscal year.

Accepting the 
well-known axiom of poHlionl economy 
that tuxation to bo justiuufct bo equable, 
the Governmout will not oousent to lift 
the tolls, which were imposed for the pur- 
pose of preserving the main artery of the 
Province from falling into a state of im- 
passibility. The wagon-road is now in a 
better condition than at any time eiuca 
Confederation, and the cost of keeping it 
in order falls equally on thopeoido of the 
Province. The waste and diahcuosty of 
the late GoNcrumont rendered taxation 
imperative; and would it bo right to pass 
an act to exempt tlio people cf ouo sec- 
tion from taxes and oomiiel the iioojilo of 
every otli'ir s'-ctinu to ciuti ibat...' a double 
share ?

Fourth of July at Ssattle. 

The Btoamoi North Paoilic loft Victoria 
nt 10 a.m. on Tuesday having upwards of 
100 puKsengors who wore on their way to 
Seattlo to assist in tho colebratiou of "Iho 
Forth. On the route up tho Sound sho 
called at Ports Towasond, Ludlow, Gam- 
bio, Madison aud arrived at Seattlo at 
about 7:30 p.m., having piukodupat oaeh 
plaoo a largo addition to hor already uu- 
niei ons load from Victoria. Nothing of 
any very great luoiaent took placo till h'or 
arrival at Seattlo where the wharves were 
crowded with people awaiting the arrival 
of the visitors. As soon as tho titoamor 
blow hor whistio sho was greeted with a 
salute of 21 guns and ap]jropriiit(i music 
by tbo Seatt!o band. When tho A'ictoi iiins 
got ii-shoro thoy found tho town haiulsoinc- 
ly ilccor.itcd with evorgrceiia and hunting 
of every desoriptiou imagmablo in the 
shape of flags and streamers in profusion. 
The effect as seen by the gaslight from tho 
difloront storoa and Iidusgh all of which 
wero open till long after eleven p. m. was 
very pretty. Many old Victorians, who 
havo mado Seattlo thoir home, wore fore- 
most in I'ocoiving and introducing those 
of tbo visitors who wero strangers to tho 
place.

Piihor, M.P.P., and Mr. Beeton, of 
Turner, Beeton Sc Temstall, wero enter- 
tained at supper by thoir friouds iu grand 
stylo. Mine Host of the Maison P'oree 
catering to their wants in a manner which 
was woU approeiated by tho Btraugers. 
After this Mr M^a-ry, I.ato of iho Seattle 
IJispiit' h, proi!Gedcd to present iho prizes 
to tho highest .■^cora on tho winning teams 
at ba-oball and rille shooting, vi/,: Mr. 
Chase of tho Seattle niue, and Mr. Jas. J, 
Sargison of tho Victoria teora, addressing 
a few appropriate words to each. The 
pri'/o for the baseball was a bat made of 
f-'andal W(;od and mountod in .silver, pre- 
sontod by Mr. W. G. .Januo.'5ou. That for 
the ritle team wad a Maltese cross in sil- 
ver, having crossed muskets in gold and 
marked V. ti., July '1th, 1877, i)resenlcd 
by Jack Levy. After ttfe usual toa»t to 
the President of tho United States, Queen 
Victoria, Army and Navy, Morohant ]Ma- 
rino and others, all of which wm-o drank 
with duo rovereneo and a])proei;ilion, tho 
visitors scp;irated to ronhsomli:o at lialls 
hold ouo at i'esler's Hall, tho other in 
Jackson's Hotel, and there thoy continu- 
ed to trip the light fantastic till an early 
hour.

The St. John Fire. 

St. John, N. B,, Juno 22.— Mr. Turu- 
bnll aud his son attempted to reaono a 
partly insane lady from the flames, but 

she struggled aii'l hold bade until, thoir 
clotlies e.itching' iuro, thoy weiu fonied to 
dioi', heraiid niiik.o their eseupii, nnd sho 
Was Imrneil to tieaUi in ti.o str..-ct. A 
drunken man was loi'c in t^liu gutter ou 
Prince Williaiu stroot, and is supposed to 
havo perished. Tho romaiua of two por- 
aona burned boyoud recognition aro in 
the deadhouso. Iu Smyth street, at an 
early stiigo of tho iiro, a woman's hurror- 
striokou face appoarod at an upper win- 
dow ami tho form of u chihl was seen iu 
liei iii-ina, A wave of 11 imo swept pa-t tho 
window and inotiHU- nnd child wero sc;n 
no moie. Clher ileal lis reported aro tho 
foU(.iwiiig: — (.iarrutt Colter and I'oter i\Ie- 
Govorn, killed by tlio I'alliu;,' of a wall; 
ThomosHohnoj and .Tames Koinps,drown- 
od wbilo attempting to save goods iu an 
overloadml boat; ?\[r.'->. Wm. Coholan,sup- 
])Osed to bo lost; IMr.i. Lvons and Mrs. 
Ca'fsidy, sup-josed to liavo b^eu burned 
in Mr.-!. Ijjon's old curio.'-ity shop.Samuol 
Corbutt, furniture maker, and a youth 
named I'os, Many other deaths aro ru- 
mored, but it ia impcBsible to ascertain 
the correctness or falsity of the rumors, as 
it is vory diUlciilt to find even a well- 
known cili/.' u wlio formerly resided in 
tho burnt district . 

One of the .iaddest sights of tho lire was 
Iho manner ia which the refugees olung 
to old aud dilapidated bits of furuittiro 
which thoy carried with them. Many took 
up positions in tiiQ Markot-squaro and in 
one plaoo or another, only to ho driven 
furl her a-i'.-ay liy iho approach t-f tho 
dames. Tho i'lii n ilti le, l)-.'iUliiig, and 
cl(;llies \,( re in a grcit many instaiieus 
very seanly indi.-ed, and the eagerne-ss 
witli which the owners clung to tho 
wretched remaindor of their household 
ofl'ects showed how hopeless thoy wero of 
obtaining other furniture to roplaoo it iu 
caso of its loss. Ouo little heap of goods 
was watched liy a man, another liy a 
woman, a third by a child, and again a 
whole family would l)-,-! gatliered about its 
roHCiied gooils. Chipruan's Held was :i 
favorite place for refuge iu tho eailier 
stages of tho lire, but many of tho goods 
carried thoro were placed too near the 
biuuiug buildings, and had to be removed 
again. Tho Markot-squaro wa3 resorted 
to liy many, but us tha>, we.s in tho track 
of tlio llanii-s, the ri.'fa;;'.es wuie driven 
out by smokd and cinders. Q'^e'en's- 
srpiare, aiiotlier resort for tho fugitivts, 
became almost an oven in toiuperature 
when tlio fire encompassed it ahoiit, and 
heaps of goods, which their ow ners w ero 
forced to loavo behind them, caught lire 
and were burned. fCing-i-ijuare and tho 
old burial g'r(..niid ]n-ovud safer resorts, 
and u-L-re occupied to the extent of their 
entire area. So!n(>, de-ipairing of finding 
safety anywhere in the vicinity of thofiro, 
ourriod tlieir goods as far as the city road. 
Tiic teani.-lers appeareil to look on thu 
calamity as a regular godsend. Somo of 
them cliarged f'jrty dollars a load for 
haiilii!;;. 

Tlia- Or.uign Terrace, from which ths 
lire w.is kejit with great difliculty, was 
niauo the olij-.et of an attempt at incen- 
diarism, la one of tho unoccupied 
houses a flio, which bad evidently bo en 
sot, was discovered in a small room. 
Robbery was carried on by many rascals 
iu tho boldest and moot unblushing man 
ui'r, whihi others pursued their rascally 
work under the preteaico of aiding to save 
goods. .Some Went round, both with aud 
without teams, aud grabbed up anything 
thoy fancied, boldly saying "All right" 
when interfered with, and marohing ofT 
with their spoils if not prevented. Olhers 
were seen emptying the pockets of clothes 
and pilfering from drawers and trunks 
whilu appearing to be working very earn- 
estly to save goods. But there were no 
arrests. 

Some time before the flames reached 
tho Centenary parsonage, Mrs. Sprague 
fuuml tlireo roughs engaged iu lightiug u 
lire on tho kitcln n floor. 

'i'lio niaiket slij) wan full of small vcs- 
S(ds, .-iiici only a few of tlieni wero ulloat 
wbcu llio tile w-as sc. n to be luyoml con- 
trol. They took ou (luaiitities of goods 
from tho stoi i-rt and haiih d leat. Those 
not afloat ran out Hlm's aad prepared for 
waridng. The wii. d w as rising and tho 
moil stuck to their ve:~:,e!s bravely, keep- 
ing them from burnin;< by tho ooustant 
application of v.ater. ThVy all got out 
hut tho four or live inshore vessels.

White and Black Mortality. — The 

health report of Charleston, S. C, pre- 
sents some facts toucliing tho compar- 
ative vigor of whites aud blades that 
it is not easy to explain. The popula- 
tion of this city is 50,000—24,000 
whites and 32,000 colored persons. As 
the colored persons outnumber the 
whites, of course tbo mortality taljles 
onibraco a greater numLier of tho 
former than of the latter; but tho dis- 
proportionof death is strikiuglygreater 
than the disproportion in population. 
Thus among the whites there were 668 
deaths, and among the colored people 
l,!3l3J:in 1870 — of twice ns many among 
tho latter as among former, though tho 
colored populatiou exceeds tho whites 
only one third. In 1875 there wero 
G24 deaths among the whites and 1,- 
020 among tho blacks — still abont the 
same disproportion. In 187G there 
wore 27 tleaths in tho thousand among 
the whites and -12 among tho blncka. 
The diU'erenco is still moro strikingly 
seen iu tho infant mortality. 
About d-i per cent, of all the deaths 
v'oro of cliildren under live years old, 
or y'dti; but of this nuinber only 238 
wero white aud 058 colored — or uearly 
three of the latter to one of the former. 
These facts aro not explained by tho 
inability of tho colored people to se- 
cure medical atteudance, for medical 
attendance can bo had by the poor, 
blaok and w hite alike, without cost, and 
there is probalily no city iu the United 
States whore (lio colorcil population aro 
in a moro comfortable cimilition than 
Charleston. Aloreover, tho statistics iu 
other cities w horover obtaiuablo tell tho 
s-imo story. Thus tho mortality in Nash- 
ville, Tonn., during May was 20 whites 
and 31 oolorcd— the rate luing 1-1 whites 
per 1,000 and 87 cololfed peisims per 1,000 
or more than twice as many colored per- 
tuns per thousand as whites.
